Marjorie Moore’s parents were Roswell Moore and Henrietta 
Norton. She lived in Kensington her whole life, first on High Road, 
and later on Main Street. 


Marjorie was a faithful parishioner of the Kensington 
Congregational Church. In the early 1890s, Marjorie was one of the 
founding members of the Daughters of the American Revolution 
(DAR) by tracing her ancestry to Samuel Norton. In 1901, she was 
one of the incorporators for the Kensington Library Society. 
Marjorie’s father was the Kensington Postmaster. When he died in 
1907, Marjorie was asked to fill out his term. She then served until 
1917. Inthe 1920s Marjorie joined the Monday Night club.

Tradition says that her grandmother (Lucy Allen Moore) wanted one of 
her children to be a poet or painter. Marjorie was a poet, painter, as 
well as a playwright.

Marjorie Moore is known for wearing hats: broad, flowered hats. She dressed simply, but was 
always a lady — refined and elegant. She didn’t like having her photo taken, complaining that 


she wasn’t dressed up enough. She was good at organization and getting things done. 
Although wealthy, she was never one to flaunt her money. She was generous, but humble. 


Marjorie had an abiding love for nature. She loved wild flowers. She 
bequeathed the bird sanctuary as a special place. It was a place that she 
loved to sit, watch the birds, and paint. 


Marjorie never married. Her only brother, Roswell Moore Jr., married 
Adeline Castle and had two step-daughters. Roswell was the treasurer at the 
Waterbury Buckle Company with a reputation for efficiency and prosperity. 
Roswell died in 1930 while on a trip to Paris, France. Marjorie had cousins, 
but no other close relatives. 


Sidney Cowles, a lifelong friend said: “Marjorie was one of our outstanding citizens and 
everybody who knew her thought a lot of her. She was a wonderful woman in a great many 
ways.” = —— |
